Great leaders come from great peo- 
ple and great people are a result of 
sacrifice and learning, said BYU 
Pres. Jeffrey R. Holland at Tuesday’s 
opening Devotional assembly. 

President Holland outlined stu- 
dents’ responsibilities as citizens dur- 
ing his traditional address in the Mar- 
riott Center. 

He echoed the words of Thomas 
Jefferson by saying ignorance and 
freedom cannot coexist. 

“The Founding Fathers of the na- 
tion and the prophets of the restora- 
tion knew that ignorance was the en- 
emy, literally and profoundly a tool of 
the adversary, ”he said. 

Holland said that knowledge with- 
out virtue would produce a “sophisti- 
cated barbarian.” 

“There must be no concession to 
escapism here ... we must not be 
soothed regarding sacrifice and learn- 
ing,” said President Holland. 

“We intend to be a great people 
here, we intend to be one of the great 
universities of the world, a unique 
university whose light casts a very 
special gospel glow. 

“But to do that, to become that, will 


require the commitment and loyalty 
of every one of us.” 

President Holland gave two exam- 
ples of “great people”: George Wash- 
ington and Steven Blake. 

Washington “was the directing 
spirit without which there would have 
been no independence, no union, no 
Constitution, and no republic. His 
ways were the ways of truth. He built 
for eternity.” 

Blake was a BYU student who, like 
Washington, made an immense sacri- 


fice for his fellowman, President Hol- 


land said. Blake gave his life in an 
effort to save another man’s life. “I 
submit to you that our effort this year 
must be perhaps different in degree 
but not in kind” from the sacrifices of 
Washington and Blake. 

Preceding her husband’s talk, Pa- 
tricia T. Holland said that there will 
always be external “battles,” such as 
poor grades, dating problems and fi- 
nancial worries, but many times BYU 
students create a “civil war” within 
themselves by ee Zine their 
problems. 

"You can’t afford to be your own 
worst enemy. And taking the battles 
inside — firing mortar shells into your 
very soul — is potentially one of the 
most damaging of all human activi- 
ties.” 


Tax rebate checks to arrive this week

The 444,000 rebate checks, which 
y will average $171 each, will be mailed 
bover a four-week period. The last 
t batch of checks is scheduled to be 
# mailed on Sept. 26. The checks will be 
n mailed in a random order. 
| Pierre Carlson, state accountant, 
s said the rebate is a result of increased 
revenue caused by tax laws. He said 
Ly Gov. Bangerter proposed the rebate 
i because he told the people of Utah he 
would refund the money.The rebate, 
& whichis a result ofa $110 million state 
surplus, was proposed by Bangerter 
ek and approved in a special session this 
past summer by the State Legisla- 
t ture. 
Opposition from Democrats 
The tax rebate comes after a great 
Mc deal of opposition from democrats, 
i who described the rebate as a ploy to 
‘ “buy” votes for Bangerter’s re-elec- 
t tion campaign against Democratic 
y nominee Ted Wilson and Independent 


Party nominee Merrill Cook. 
Democrats sought to have the surplus 
spent mainly on education. 

Money for education 

Education, in fact, was allocated 
$10 million as well as part of the sur- 
plus being allocated to the state’s 
“rainy-day” fund. 

The legislature approved the state 
surplus after withstanding a Demo- 
eratic filibuster that lasted through- 
out the evening and included legisla- 
tors quoting Bible scriptures. They 
filibustered because they did not have 
the votes to stop the proposal. 

The tax commission office said the 
rebate is 12.5 percent of the amount 
each person paid in taxes. Approxi- 
mately 76,000 taxpayers, who paid 
less than $80 in state income tax last 
year,

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dig and stir, just like you would do for 
a campfire, pouring water over it — 
except that it is over the whole 
acreage.” 

The firefighting crews are from all 
over the country. Lewellyn is a 
Forest Service Engineer from Eu- 
gene, Oregon. 

The Wallsburg Fire Camp, set up 
at the Deer Creek Dam, reports that 
the fire was 90 percent contained by 
Tuesday afternoon following a retar- 
dant drop by an air tanker Tuesday 
morning. Eleven crews, or about 275 
firefighters, are battling the fire 
caused by a broken power line. 

The Bureau of Air Quality is care- 
fully monitoring Salt Lake City’s par- 
ticle pollution aggravated by the Af- 
fleck blaze east of the city. Readings 
in the Salt Lake Valley have hovered 
near the standard set for pollutants. 
A rise in theparticle pollution will re- 
sult ina health warning. _ 

The bureau’s Bob Dalley said wind- 
blown smoke and ash can temporarily 
cause higher levels of pollution at 
specific locations. He explained that 
air quality is checked in Utah County 
once or twice a week. 

As of Tuesday afternoon, monitor- 
ing of air quality in Utah County had 
not been stepped up despite the local 
fires. No updated information was 
available. 

The 5,600 acre Affleck blaze was 77 
percent contained at midday Tues- 
day, said Interagency Fire Center 
spokesman Ray Tate.

“That’s where most of the efforts 
will be today. That’s where the 
biggest concern is right now,” Tate 
said. 

Five hundred firefighters, aided 
from the air, were concentrated at 
Red Butte canyon for what was hoped 
would be a knockout blow. Tate said 
officials hoped to declare the fire con- 
tained by nightfall Tuesday. 

He said that, in addition to the 
small army of firefighters at the Red 
Butte section of the blaze, helicopters 
and air tankers would bombard the 
flames with fire-retardant and water. 

On Monday, Salt Lake County dis- 
patched two engines and two crews to 
Lambs Canyon, where a small wild- 
fire burned one cabin and threatened 
others nearby. The 10-acre fire was’ 
extinguished Tuesday. 

Fred Seidel, owner of the cabin 
seven miles up the canyon, said he 
and his wife were watching television 
Monday night when he noticed a glow 
outside the window, walked outside 
and saw that part of the house and 
some trees were on fire. The cabin 
was fully involved in flames when 
firefighters arrived. The cause had 
not been determined. 

Tate said authorities were consid- 
ering whether to allow the 50 to 70 
residents of the Pinecrest subdivision 
to return to their homes late Tuesday. 

Meantime, firefighters stopped a 
five-acre burning toward Paradise 
with the help of air tankers. 
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are only averages and it appears that 
the rebate checks will be taxed. This 
will drop the average check to $148. 

A tax commission spokesman said 
the cost for the rebate project is 45 
cents per check. Carlson said those 
who have not been notified of a tax 
rebate by Nov. 1 should contact the 
Division of Finance. 


Time running out 
for cosmonauts

MOSCOW — Two cosmonauts 
from the Soviet Union and 
Afghanistan aborted their return to 
Earth on Tuesday after a malfunc- 
tioning guidance system sent them to- 
ward a landing in China, and were 
reported low on food and oxygen. 

“Accident! The engine worked 60 
seconds and shut off. A violation of 
the stabilization regime,” Soviet cos- 
monaut Vladimir Lyakhov, 47, told 
mission control in an exchange re- 
ported by the government newspaper 
Izvestia, 

Soviet news reports emphasized 
that © 29-year-old Abdul Ahad 
Mohmand, the first Afghan in space, 
and Lyakhov were not in immediate 
danger but indicated the situation 
could become critical unless they de- 
scend soon. 

Lyakhov, a military pilot who has 
flown in space twice before, and 
Mohmand, an Afghan air force pilot, 
were to try again early Wednesday to 
bring the Soyuz TM-5 space capsule 
to a soft landing on the steppes of 
Uzbekistan in Soviet Central Asia, a 
Soviet space official told the Associ- 
ated Press. 

James Oberg, a U.S. expert on the 
Soviet space program who is familiar 
with the Soyuz TM-5 design, said 
time was running out. 


“If they cannot make the burn 
tonight to push them back into the 
atmosphere, they will probably only 
live another 24 to 48 hours before the 
carbon dioxide building in the capsule 
will kill them,” Oberg said in an inter- 
view with AP in Houston. 

The Soyuz capsule is designed for 
trips to and from space, not for long 
flights. 

Izvestia and the official news 
agency Tass said life support systems 
on the globe-shaped capsule are de- 
signed to last two days, which could 
put the cosmonauts in jeopardy 
Thursday morning. 

According to a Soviet space official, 
however, the cosmonauts could 
stretch supplies of oxygen, water and 
food for up to a week. 

After a week the capsule would be 
like “a lone boat in the ocean,” he said, 
speaking on condition of anonymity. 

He did not explain how the air sup- 
ply could be extended. 

An Izvestia article under the head- 
line “Anxious Hours in Space” re- 
ported this exchange between. mis- 
sion control and the cosmonauts: 

“How are things with food?” a mis- 
sion controller asked. 

“There is no food,” said Lyakhov. 

“But in the accident reserves?” the 
controller asked. 

‘“There is some, but why touch it? 
We will endure,” Lyakhov said. 


Voter registration 
deadline coming

Perhaps you want to participate in 
the election, but aren’t sure exactly 
where to register to vote. 

If you plan to vote in Utah’s pri- 
mary election Sept. 18, you must be 
registered by Thursday. 

However, if you miss-the primary 


deadline you will be able to register 


from Sept. 14 to Oct. 18 and Nov. 1-3 
to vote in the general election on Nov. 
8. 

In Utah, you must have a Utah 
driver’s license and intend to live in 
the state. 

You can register at any of the local 
registration points throughout the 
city. To find out where you register, 
call the Utah County Election office 
at 370-8127. 


Also, university political organiza- 
tions are planning on setting up 
booths on campus for students to reg- 
ister in time for the general election. 

The College Republicans are plan- 
ning to register 5,000 people of all 
parties. 

If you are registered in another 
state you will have to check the laws 
in your state in order to vote. You will 


“probably have to send for an out-of- 


state ballot and vote by mail — or you 
can give up your current state citizen- 
ship and register in Utah if you meet 
the requirements. 

But, if you choose to vote in Utah, 
giving up your own state citizenship 
can have drawbacks. If you are plan- 
ning, for example, to attend graduate 
school at a state university in your 
home state you would need to pay 
out-of-state tuition. 


Bangladesh floods begin to recede

RAJBARI, Bangladesh — The nation’s three mightiest 
rivers began receding Tuesday but the most urgent prob- 
lem grew: how to provide food, shelter and clean water to 
at least 21 million homeless people and prevent an epi- 
demic. 

“This is the wee flood in the history of Bangladesh,” 
President Hussain Mohammed Ershad said to about 300 
men, women and children huddled in front of him on a 
narrow embankment surrounded by brown water. 

A soldier doled out scoops of uncooked rice and Ershad 
told the people more food would be found. 

Floods have submerged three-fourths of the country in 
the past 10 days and 12 smaller rivers were reported still 
rising Tuesday, although the Ganges, Brahmaputra and 
Meghna receded. The flooding began in June with the 
monsoon season, then abated and resumed last month. 

At least 412 people have been killed since June, accord- 
ing to government figures, but that number is generally 
considered too low. Daily death reports in Dhaka newspa- 
pers, including 32 people who drowned when a ferry sank 
in the Pabna district 75 miles west of the capital, put the 
total at 1,154. 

Illness from flood-polluted water is increasing. The gov- 
ernment health control center reported 10,000 new cases 
of diarrhea Tuesday, bringing the total to 102,000, and 
said 79 people had died of it. Those totals include only 
cases in areas that still can communicate with Dacca. 


that 21 million people were homeless. 

The United States has committed nearly $3.6 million to 
Bangladesh flood relief, the U.S. Agency for Interna- 
tional Development said Tuesday. Disaster management 
experts will be sent to Dhaka to help assess the situation 
and to advise further assistance, the agency said. 

Ataul Karim, ambassador to the United States, said 
Tuesday in an interview with CBS: “It’s totally unprece- 
dented ... It’s an aberration of nature. In 24 hours the © 
whole country went under water. There is hardly any 
high ground anywhere.” He said 28 million people were 
homeless. 

Bangladesh is a region of deltas for rivers that rush 
down from the Himalayas during the annual monsoon 
rains. Erling Dessau, head of the U.N. Development 
Program, said: “There should not be 110 million people 
living here. I think nature should have been left to itself.” 

‘The government says it is too early to assess total 
damage or how much money will be needed for food 
supplies and reconstruction. Ershad said during a tour of 
flooded areas by helicopter and motor launch, however, 
that the cost of restoring roads and rail lines alone will be 
$156 million. 

He and other government officials have said 
Bangladesh needs 3 million tons of grain from abroad. 
‘We will have to feed the people for two months at least,” 
Ershad said during the tour Tuesday.

Soviet official may have taken own life 


MOSCOW — Leonid I. Brezhnev’s friend and law enforcement chief, Nikolai 
A. Shchelokov, accepted lavish gifts and huge bribes, then killed himself when 
his deeds were discovered, the government charged Tuesday. 

The allegations about the former Interior Minister, who died in disgrace in 
1984, came on the second day of the bribery-corruption trial of Yuri M. 
Churbanov, Brezhnev’s son-in-law. Churbanov served as Shchelokov’s top 
deputy. 

The charges included the first official confirmation of rumors that the 
73-year-old Shchelokov committed suicide when he felt the law closing in. 

Churbanov and eight former Interior Ministry officials from the Central 
Asian republic of Uzbekistan are on trial before a Soviet Supreme Court 
military tribunal. Their highly publicized trial is being used to further leader 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev’s drive against corruption and cronyism. 

A 1,500-page indictment against the accused charges Churbanov with ac- 
cepting the equivalent of $1 million in bribes, and its passages about Shche- 
lokov, read aloud by a clerk to a full and silent courtroom, gave the most 
detailed account yet of corruption in the top ranks of the Brezhnev regime. 

Recent newspaper reports have said Shchelokoy, the Interior Ministry chief 
for 16 years, lined his pockets with 700,000 rubles ($1.1 million) in state funds 
and lived in extravagant style. 


Fire forces evacuations in Montana 


COOKE CITY, Mont. — Residents of two small communities bordering 
Yellowstone National Park were ordered from their homes and businesses on 
Tuesday after county officials declared an emergency as winds threatened to 
send a wall of flame through the canyon towns. 

The declaration by the Park County commissioners directed sheriff's 
deputies to forcibly remove people in Silver Gate and Cooke City, three miles 
to the east. “I’m sure they’re going to ask first, and if need be, they will force 
evacuations,” said Jim Hunt, the commission chairman. 

“We've had good cooperation” from the area’s 150 residents, most of whom 
were gone by Monday night, Undersheriff Lee Keto said. “But we have a few 
who are still here.” 

Sheriff's deputies remained behind to protect property from looting, Keto 
said. “This community has more protection than it has ever had in its life.” 

The departing residents were replaced by scores of firefighters and fire 
engines. 


Jury selection begins in ‘thrill kill’ trial 


LAS VEGAS — Jury selection began Tuesday in the trial of a Utah 
teen-ager charged with murder in the shooting death of convenience store 
clerk Michelle Moore last February. 

Edward Bennett, 19, of Lehi, is accused of shooting the woman, an action 
authorities have described as a “thrill kill.” 

Mrs. Moore, 21, was shot and killed Feb. 9 at a Stop ‘N Go store. 

Bennett and Joseph Beeson, 18, of Orem, were arrested in northern Utah a 
month after the shooting. 

Beeson is scheduled to go to trial next month. Prosecutors say they will seek 
the death penalty for both Bennett and Beeson. 

After his arrest, Beeson reportedly told a Las Vegas detective that Bennett 
shot the woman, then handed him the pistol. Beeson allegedly fired two shots 
at Derrick Franklin, a 17-year-old customer in the store at the time. Franklin 
was struck in the leg. 

An informant, Jeffrey Chidester, testified at a March preliminary hearing 
that Bennett, a former friend, claimed to have shot a woman “between the 
eyes.” 


Hispanic population rises, says bureau 
WASHINGTON — Hispanics have increased by more than one-third in this 


decade, growing nearly five times faster than the rest of the population, the . 


Census Bureau reported Tuesday. 

And more than half of all Hispanics in this country reside in just two states 
— California and Texas — the bureau said. 

It estimated that there were 19.4 million Americans of Hispanic background 
as of last March, representing 8.1 percent of the nation’s population. 

That is 34 percent more than the 14.5 million people who listed themselves 
as Hispanics in the 1980 census. 

By comparison the nation’s non-Hispanic population increased by about 7 
percent in the same period. 

While people of Spanish ancestry made up a growing share of the nation’s 
residents, they are extremely concentrated geographically, the bureau found. 


About one-third of Hispanics, 33.9 percent, reside in California, and 21.3 * 


percent live in Texas. 


Suit against First Security Bank settled 


SALT LAKE CITY — Federal judges have dismissed a $225 million lawsuit 
brought against First Security Bank of Utah by the former owners of Tracy 
Collins Bank and Trust as part of a settlement agreement. 

U.S. Bankruptcy Judge Glen Clark and U.S. District Judge David Sam 
recently entered successive orders approving terms of a settlement and order- 
ing dismissal, with prejudice, of the suit brought by John and Marilyn 
Dahlstrom. “With prejudice” means the suit cannot be brought again. 

The Dahlstroms have also filed suit against the First Republic Bank of 
Texas which, along with First Security, financed the Dahlstom’s purchase of 
Tracy Collins. That suit is still active. 

In their suit against First Security, the Dahlstroms alleged the bank had 
conspired with First Republic Bank to block the sale of Tracy Collins. 

After the Dahlstrom’s filed for bankruptcy and ownership of Tracy Collins 
reverted to First Republic Bank, First Security was one of the petitioning 
creditors in the proceedings, which are still pending.

Whereas foreign investments in

largest debtor,” the U.S. income from ~ 


overseas investment was $20.8 billion © 
greater than U.S. payments to for- | 


eign creditors and investors.

said Cameron. 

“It isa male disorder. That’s mostly 
what I see at BYU,” said Cameron. 
“T’d say the ratio, male to female, is 
seven to three.” 

Naomi Goodrich (not her real 
name), 52, of Orem, is married to a 
man who has been diagnosed as a 
manic-depressive. She recognized 
her husband’s symptoms as manic-de- 
pressive while reading a medical jour- 
nal. Goodrich convinced her husband 
to go toa psychologist for counseling. 
He later entered a hospital where he 
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[Lessens manic-depressive behavior 


_ Lithium proven most effective for treatment 


was diagnosed manic-depressive. 

Cameron said manic-depressive 
people spend most of their time in 
depression with a few striking highs. 
Bizarre behavior is the norm at the 
manic-depressive level, he said. 

“Normal activity such as eating, 
sleeping and even spending money 
are distorted. Suicide rates are high 
among manic-depressives. Any type 
of behavior that a normally behaving 
person may not be inclined to exhibit 
can occur,” Cameron said. “Manic-de- 
pressives are emotional and physical 
abusers.” j 

The cure to the depression and 
bizarre behavior is a non-addictive 
drug called lithium, said Cameron. “If 
used correctly, lithium eradicates or 
lessens considerably that behavior.” 

“Lithium is a salt.and has no addic- 
tive properties at all. It is well noted 
to calm people who are manic,” 
Cameron said. “Mania is a state of 
lack gf control, lack of judgment, feel- 
ings of euphoria to feelings of extreme 
anxiety. The feelings almost ap- 
proach a painful level.” 

“My husband is violent. He hurts 
people and he does crazy things when 
he is not on lithium,” Naomi said. “He 
has grand ideas. He goes 90 mph and 
expects everyone around him to be 
able to accomplish and run on the 
speed he does.” She said those are his 
“highs.” 

And when his ideas don’t work out 
he swings way down into depression, 
Naomi said. She said he does “crazy 
things” in his lows, too. 

Cameron said people who take 
lithium tolerate it well. Other non- 
lithium anti-depressants haven’t been 
as successful at the onset. “You put: 
people on them and they may feel 
lousy at first,” he said. 

Cameron said because lithium is 
such a simple cure for depression, 
many people were doubtful about its 
effectiveness. But some people like 
Naomi could not imagine their lives 
without the drug. Naomi believes 
that only in a rare circumstance could 
her husband live without it. “He 
would be fine living without lithium 
— ifhe were a hermit,” Naomi said. 

“The only disadvantage to lithium 


- is its smaller toxic buffer zone be- 


tween the therapeutic and toxic ley- 
els. But lithium is tolerated as well or 
better than other anti-depressants in 
the therapeutic zone,” said Cameron. 

Naomi said lithium may have 
caused another side effect doctors 
may not be aware of. “Since my hus- 
band began to take lithium he has be- 
come extremely absent-minded,” she 
said. “I don’t know if it is the aging © 
process or if it is the lithium. But he 
was never that way before.” 

Counseling, along with lithium, is 
absolutely necessary in the treatment 
of manic-depressive _ psychosis, 
Cameron said. Vern Cox, a counselor 
at the County Mental Health Clinic in 
Star Valley, Wyo., agrees. 

Cox has counseled patients who

“The fact that he was appointed is a 
tribute to him, the state of Utah and I 
think the legal system as well,” said 
Bruce C. Hafen, dean of the BYU 
Law School. 

Christensen was appointed while 
Meese and the Justice Department 
were under investigation and he had 
to accept a lot of responsibility, said 
Hafen. Two months later Meese re- 
signed and Christensen acted as At- 
torney General for a brief time. 

Meese was a “delightful human be- 
ing,” Christensen told students. “He 
was bright and very articulate, unlike 
the monster that the press portrayed 
him to be.” 

Christensen explained that one of 
his responsibilities is deciding about 
granting political asylum. He told of 
an occasion when he was asked to de- 
cide concerning a Chinese doctor’s 
family. Senator Jesse Helms wrote to 
him after reading an article in 
Reader’s Digest about the doctor. 

The article reported that in China it 
is illegal to have more than one child, 
and that the doctor was concerned for 
the safety of his second child, born 
while the man attendedan American

BYU graduates reunite 
‘Cave’ art on show

The “Cave Dwellers” art exhibit 
now located in the B. F. Larsen 
Gallery in the HFAC, is far from pre- 
historic and displays no dinosaurs. In- 
stead, this show displays the work of

early morning hours. 

Among those artists in the “cave 
dwellers” exhibit are Robert Mar- 


shall, a respected oil and watercolor 
artist and chairman of the BYU Art 
Department; James C. Christensen, 
assistant professor of art; Mick Re- 
ber, a sculptor and painter on the art 
faculty at Ft. Lewis College in Colo- 
rado; Dennis Smith, a Highland, 
Utah, painter and sculptor; Gary 
Smith, a free-lance sculptor and for- 
mer faculty member at Clatsop Col- 
lege in Oregon; John Marshall, chair- 
man of the Design Department at 
BYU; M. Clane Graves, free-lance 
designer from Arizona; Harry Heil, a 
wood engraver and watercolorist who 
teaches at a college in Colorado; and 
Grant L. Lund, a drawer and print- 
maker on an art faculty in Kansas 
City, Mo. 

Christensen, now on the BYU art 
faculty with a growing reputation in 
fantasy art, recalls purchasing Al-Ca- 
pone-like pin-striped double-breasted 
suits, wide paisley hand-painted ties 
and high-button shoes at the thrift 
store in order to satisfactorily meet 
the BYU dress code.

Behind the scenes is home 
for Orem costume designer

Much of the magic of a production’s 
opening night is concocted weeks be- 
fore the curtains rise and is created 
primarily behind the scenes. 

Chad McBride, a 21-year-old Orem 
native, prides himself on his natural 
ability and desire to create that extra 
touch needed to make a production 
successful. As a designer and cos- 
tumer, McBride enjoys spending 
most of his time making costumes for 
numerous local productions because 
he likes to visualize, design, create 
and direct the operation of stage cos- 
tumes. ; 

McBride utilizes his talent in the 
Orem community by working for both 
the Orem Community Theatre and 
the SCERA Shell amphitheater. 

When McBride is not working be- 
hind the scenes, he can be found on 
the stage rehearsing lines as an actor 
as well. He performed as one of the 
barbershop singers in “The Music 
Man” at the SCERA Shell this past 
June in addition to being in charge of 
costumes for 103 people. 

“T must have spent hundreds of 
hours this summer,” he said. “Many 
of those hours were in fabric stores 
combing the shops for just the right 
materials. As for being an actor, I 
keep telling myself I must stop doing 
it, but I can’t seem to help it. I enjoy 
both the life in front of and behind the 
lights.” 

With each production, McBride has 
had to research the time period for 
which the play was written to create 
the appropriate design of each cos- 
tume. 

“T try to gain the basic feel for the 
type of costume to match the time 
period and then I add something from 
today’s styles to accompany it,” he 
said. “The familiar style, such as a 
drop waist ribbon, which is also popu- 
lar in the 80s, makes the audience feel 
more comfortable.” Currently, Mc- 
Bride is working to develop a 1920s 
costume style for Waterford Private 
School’s production of “The 
Boyfriend” under the direction - of 
Jerry Elison. 

In addition, the costumes need to 
be designed for fast changes between 
scenes and must meet budget re- 
quirements. McBride believes the 
challenge of community theater is to 
work miracles with tiny budgets. 
“The budgets require a lot of short- 
cuts, and from 40 feet away, nobody 
will notice. At times, I use a lot of 
safety pins. I also face the challenge of 
outdoor theater where costumes look 
one way in natural light and another 
when the sun sets.” 

Occasionally, McBride adds a few 
tricks to the costume design, as in the 
production of “South Pacific.” Each 
costume featured a knot of some kind. 
“Edid thigust for fun, even though I, 


khiew the atidience wouldn’t catch it.”: 


“T have am eye for color and design 
and also like visualizing a costume and 
seeing it achieved,” he said. “It’s sort 
of a fantasy. I like fashion and work-

ing with colors and seem to have an 
eye for what looks good on stage.” 

His future plans include overseeing 
the development of a costume shop at 
the SCERA that will both create and 
rent costumes. 

Eventually, McBride says he would 
like to go back to college and complete 
a degree in technical or performance 
theater.

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Tax initiatives dominate election issues

\‘ With the limelight focusing mostly on the presi- 
iential race and on the Utah governor’s race, other 
‘issues are being somewhat shoved to the back 
juurner. 

"There are, however, three initiative proposals 
md two propositions that Utah voters should be 


_jiware of in preparation for the November elec- 


pions. 


{| Initiative Proposal A, supported by the Utah 
vaxpayers Association, a non-profit group actively 


) \jpposing higher taxes, will accomplish several 


jioals of the organization. According to the associa- 
ion, the initiatives will reduce property taxes by 
80 million and will prevent the government from 
aereasing property taxes beyond .75 percent of the 
alue of a home and 1 percent of a business’ value. 


Second, local tax increases and new taxes will not 
be adopted without voter approval. 

Third, bonding by local governments will be de- 
cided by voters at regularly scheduled elections. 

Fourth, state and local taxes and spending will be 
limited from growing faster than Utah’s economy. 
“During the last 10 years, state and local taxes in 
Utah have grown 196 percent, while population has 
increased only 30 percent and per capita personal 
income has increased only 99 percent,” says the 
Utah Taxpayer’s Association. 

Initiative Proposal B will repeal the tax increases 
adopted by the 1987 Utah Legislature. The repeal 
would affect taxes ‘on income, sales, gasoline and 
tobacco. Initiative Proposal C will provide an in- 


come tax credit of about $600 for those who pay for | 


private student education. 
In addition, there are two other propositions on 
November’s ballot. 


Proposition 1 represents the subject of granting 
state judges more discretion in denying bail to 
criminal defendants and adding a condition for re- 
fusing to set bail if there is “substantial evidence to 
support the charge, and the court finds by clear 
and convincing evidence that the person would 
constitute a substantial danger to any other person 
or to the community or is likely to flee” the court’s 
jurisdiction. : 

Proposition 2 changes language in four sections 
and repeals five others in the Utah Constitution, 
and eliminates a constitutional requirement that 
the Utah State Fair be held in Salt Lake City. 

In preparing for legislative reapportionment to 
follow the 1990 census, it would constitutionally 
establish the maximum Utah Senate membership 
at 29, its current number, and the Utah House 
membership at either less than double or triple the 
Senate’s number.
